poker on the top of the fire. It is 
bad management in the use of hard 
coal. 
The »rate in the furnace will 


remove the ashes and clinkers, thus 
allowing the free passage of air through 
the fire. 
In filling the furnace with 


Ri;lief' c"al ll'le slll"k1' pip*" damper should be 


opened and the ash pit door and slide 
closed; otherwise the smoke and gas 
will be forced out of the feed door. 
When tho rooms are heated and there 
is a good fire in the fuinace, shut it up 
as close as possible. In the morning 
open all drafts, put in a small quantity 
of coal, let it burn thoroughly, then 
iidd fuel until full. 
Let it burn for a 


short time for the gas to be consumed 
before closing the dampers. 
If the 


furnace heats quickly and strongly 
from a good draft so that in warm 
weather there is too much heat, don't 
shake the grate, but allow it to clog

Dr. William H. Ford, President of 


the Philadelphia Board of Health, read 
the next paper, the subject being "The 
duties of local boards in tbe manage- 
ment of contagious and 
infectious 


diseases." It was an ably written 
paper, and contained some very valu- 
able suggestions. 
This paper as also 


one by the Civil Engineer of the State 
Board of Health, by Edward Murphy, 
of Philadelphia, was freely discussed 
by the delegates. 
The debate on Mr. 


Murphy's paper was directed chiefly 
to the subject of water purification by 
filtration and other artificial means. 
Dr. Ford, of the Puiladelpbia Board, 
considered that filtration is impractic- 
able for very large cities for economic 
reasons. 
Mr. Barlow, president of 


the Edgewood Board, exhibited a 
graphic illustration showing the rela- 
tion between the purification of water 
supplied and diminution of death rate 
from typhoid fever in large cities of 
Europe and America. Another gentle- 
man urged the value of the "iron 
method," now being successfully em- 
ployed by tbe city of Antwerp.

Harlow said he had applied a meter to 
iiisowu domestic supply and discovered 
that Ins family required twenty gallons 
per head per day, of which 65 per 
cent, was for the water closets, 22 per

Director Beitler's essay showed the 


work of the Health Board of Philadel- 
phia in supplying the ounce of pre- 
vention. 
Lie sketched tbe history of 


that Board since the beginning of the 
eighteenth century, aud the present

and

the 


Board's work. 
The paper urged im- 


proved legislation in the interests of 
pure milk aud wholesome meat. 
The 


writer drew a comparison between the 
227,000 dwellings of Philadelphia and 
the over-crowded tenements of New 
York and of some European cities, 
showing that 
the overcrowding of 


certain parts New York city surpasses 
that of the worst portions of London. 
Mr. Beitler then 
complimented in 


warm terms the 
Women's Health 


Protective Association of Philadelphia 
and described its objects and work. 
The city's water supply and its pro- 
tection and the new street paving came 
in for brief mention. Next he dwelt 
upon the fact that nine miles of im- 
proved and impervious paving has been 
laid in the smaller streets during the 
last year besides more than a score of 
miles in larger streets. The abolition 
of piggeries and cremation of garbage 
were commended as steps in developing 
the New Philadelphia. The director 
then gave an outline of the Board's 
method of dealing with contagious dis- 
ease and the disinfection of houses and 
materials. He insisted that with a 
sufficient supply of fund?, and properly 
backed by law and a correct public 
sentiment, the city can 
positively 


prevent the spread of any contagious 
disease. 


Resolutions were adopted instruct- 


ing the committee on publication to 
print the by-laws of the association 
ind to furnish each local board of 
aealth with a copy with an invitation 
to become a member. An address will 
also be issued to the press, medical 
fraternity and schools, requesting co- 
operation in the work of the local 
health boards.

PHILADELPHIA, January 81,1894.— 


To insure, the purity of the ballot this 
city expended |60,000 at each.of the 
three last elections by purchasing 
election booths at a cost of $180,000. 
The booths are now discarded so that 
their entire cost may properly be 
charged up to three elections at which 
they were used. 
Notwithstanding this 


extravagant outlay and all the complex 
laws to prevent election frauds the 
will of the people is repeatedly violated 
in certain sections of this city. 
A 


striking example of those glaring 
frauds has been made public this week 
at the trial of Select Councilman 
Harry Hunter on the charge of con- 
spiracy to commit fraud at the election 
of February, 1893, when Hunter was 
elected to Select Council from the 
Third ward. The testimony already 
submitted 
shows clenrly that fraud 


was committed, but whether the State 
will succeed 
in implicating Hunter 


remains for the jury to determine. 
The State has shown that in the Fif- 
teenth division men served as election 
officers who were not residents of the 
ward. 
It has been proved that men 


voted more than once, and a minority 
inspector testified that when tbe polls 
were closed, the judge and majority 
inspectors seized the ballot box and 
drove off with it.

Their Picturesque Appearance In Their 


Antuumal Trading Visits to Town—Some- 
thing About Their Past History—Tho 
I/eagon Kit Carson Taught Them. 


"The most interesting people that I saw 


of the many ruccs of the southwest," said 
the tourist newly returned from a trans- 
continental trip, "were the Navajo Indians 
in New Mexico. Arriving at Albuquerque 
[fito at night, I Imd begun to dress about 
half past 8 o'clockthe next morning, when 
a trampling of hoofs called me to the win- 
flow, and looking out the town seemed to 
ho in the hands of Indians. 
Through the 


iloors of the huge storeson the inaiu street 
Indians wero p/isning in and out or, 
grouped upon the platforms, were exam- 
ining aud cheapening goods as earnestly 
us country people might do in a New Eng- 
land village ou cuttle show day. But how 
picturesque, even in sordid bargaining, 
were these tlusky children of tha plains 
and mountains! 


"Down the center of the wide sandy 


street a dozen mounted Indians were driv- 
ing a band of young, unbroken horses, 
some riding ahead to prevent a stampede 
in that direction, and tho others, iu a half 
circle behind, urging forward the herd. 
Here wore perluipi 50 wild steeds which 
had never known stable, fodder, bridle or 
spur, stopping high and prancing, with 
wild eyes glancing suspiciously about and 
tossing manes and tuila. Kvery few yards 
they would all gather together with their 
heads toward the center, and it was ^\ith 
difficulty that this circle could bo broken 
and t ho horses urged along. At a square 
n iittlo wav down tho aveuuu tho herd wua 
held by its riders, a crowd of people gath- 
ered, nnd trading evidently begun at once 
ut a lively rate. 
" 'What does all this-crowd of Indians 


menn"' 1 asked of the boy Irom Missouri 
who brought up my hot water. 
" 'Them's Navajos' be said. 
'Tho first 


lot of 'em's just gotinter town tor do their 
fall trading. They've lining blankets and 
ponies ter swap for silver dollars and store 
truck.' 


"After breakfast, when'I went out on 


the stroot, Ivt.is much impressed by the 


.riuioo and ways of these aborigines. 


Both men aur1 women aroof good size, with 
massive figures, open, intelligent faces 
and impressive dignity of manner. Light- 
er in tint than many of the Indian tribes, 
their features display markedly tho Tartar 
characteristics. 
To me they as strongly 


suggested a Mongolian as some other In- 
dian peoples do a Semitic derivation. 


"They come in from their reservation 


every autumn in parties varying in num- 
ber from a single family up to 50 or 00 
members aud camp just outside the town, 
Bleeping in I he open air or sheltered by 
old army tents nuil blankets stretched from 
poles. 
Every day of my stay tui-y came 


into tho public square or upon the main 
street to trade. 
To see these dusky rulers 


Bitting in unstudied picturesque attitudes 
upon their ponies, holding in check a herd 
of restless horses while waiting tor buyers, 
was a sight that beat pictures. They wore 
sombreros or old style but, costly fur caps 
bought from the traders,and souieof them 
bad Mexican spins at their heels. Other- 
wise their costumes were pure Navajo, 
with buckskin or calico jumpers, buckskin 
leggings, moccHsinsand massive silver or- 
naments in thesliape of bracelets, earrings 
and crescent charms hammered out from 
Mexican dollars by their native jewelers. 
Here and there in tho chill morning a Na- 
vajo would stalk along draped in one of 
those splendid woolen blankets which they 
weave themselves of most substantial tex- 
ture in great variety of barbaric colors and 
designs. 
Although their features were in 


general impassible, there was an intan- 
gible air among these Indians of being on 
n picnic, and sometimes at some mishap, 
such as the struggle of a purchaser with 
an intractable colt, they would roll in 
their saddle1! in uproarious laughter. There 
were no signs that any of them had in- 
dulged in firewater, and I think that 


like the Pueblos, rank pre-eminent in so- 
briety. 
They are too good business men 


to take tin; chances of loss through drunk 
enness. 
The squawb, who rode astride 


their horses man fashion, were comely, 
luxuriant and shapely of figure and both 
modest and independent if sometimes a 
little fierce of demeanor. 


"The Navajo Indians uptoa timeabout 


SO years ago were tho scourge of all civi- 
lized races of New Mexico, the peaceful 
Pueblo Jmlians being favorite victims of 
their depredations. Unlike other Indians, 
they, owing perhaps to the Tartar origin 
already hinted at, have always inclined to 
a pastoral life and to accuu.ulate flocks 
and herds. The Utes and Apaches, when 
raiding ranches and villages,"would feast 
inordinately upon the flesh of cattle and 
i 


sheep, maiming and slaughtering many j 
animals from mere wantonness 
They 


would take back to their rancherios—vil- 
lages—with them only horses and mules 
and asses which could be ridden or driven 
ahead at a gallop. The Navajos. on the 
contrary, would drive to their mountain 
fastnesses all tho cattle, sheep and goats 
they could capture and collect to add to 
the stock tb(,y Jib-i'Hdy had. 
When the fa- 


mous frontiersman, Colonel Kit Carson, in 
1809, 
made his historic campaign against 


the Navajos, he found no way so effective 
to reduce them to submission as, after 
wasting their fields aud destroying their 
villages, to kill all their stock. 


"Since tlie lesson of that campaign the 


Navajos have never been on the warpath, 
but having renewed their flocks and herds, 
with some early assistance from the gov- 
erment, have gono steadily on increasing 
in numbers and wealth. 
They number 


now nearly 20,000 souls. 
Unlike most In- 


dian tribes, they are self supporting, re- 
quiring no annuities or rations. They 
own several hundred thousand—some s-ay 
a million—sheep and many thousand cat-

The Possibilities of War. 


TO be sure, after the invention of smoke- 


less gunpowder it became necessary to find 
something else to take its place, and this 
has been d< ne, but with the effect that 
the smoke turns to the advantage of your 
own troops, while it proves disastrous to 
tha enemy. I u short, Professor Paul Riehm 
has invented u fog ball, which on being 
fired at the enemy produces a fog before 
which that of London may "hide its di- 
minished betid." Professor Kiehm fills big 
wonderful p 'ojectile with ammonia com- 
bined with certain other acids, which, oil 
bursting, prc tluces by chemical means a 
dense fog which, provided there is no wind,

My con- 
science, whiit a revolution there will be in 
modern warfare if the fog ball is adopted! 
But no doubt we shall soon be hearing of 
the invention of a sun ball or. a wind ball

Gold In Solution In the Ocean. 


In a paper on the subject of gold in the 


waters of tho ocean by Pickard, the well 
known engineer, attention is called to the 
fact that to arrive nt an approximate es- 
timate aa -to .fuantity in solution account 
must be made'of local conditions, such ns 
the tempera lire of, tho water, etc. Ac- 
cording to re-suits obtained from the care- 
ful sounding, made by the Challenger and 
similar scientific expeditions, it has been 
computed that the ocean has nn average 
depth of 2,5iiO fathoms, and that it con- 
tains 400,00i),000 cubic miles of water, 
equivalent to 1,837,030,272,000 million 
tons, which upon the basis of flve milli- 
grams per to i would represent iu,35y mil- 
lion tons of KOld. 
In striking contrast to 


these figure.' is the statement made by 
Soetbeer, Leech and others that the gold 
reproduction of the world during the last 
'our centurie-i—I493-18S12—-has amounted 
io but 5,020 tons, while the present output 
is estimated .it about 200 tons per annum. 
It is nn intei esting chemical fact that the 
gold in sea vi ater is kept in solution as an 
iodide. 
The amount of free iodine pres- 


ent in the ocean is very minute, but a 
large propor ion of that element occurs 
combined as an ioclate of calcium. Tbus 
from tho resi Its of his various series of ex- 
periments Sonstndt found that a cubic 
mile of sea water contains about 17,000 
tons of iodatoof calcium, or 11,072 tons 
of iodine. The iodine which maintains 
;he gold in solution is obtained from the 
odate of call him.—New York Sun. 


The Farlnlan Police. 


The Parisian police havemuch to dobe- 


sides keeping order. 
They must keep rec- 


ords of residents, take the numbers of 
rablic flacrei to Bee that cone take up 
.heir stand in sections unallotted to them 
and see that the streets are properly 
:leaned. Then, too, there are many small 
rules of the i.treet which they see are en- 
forced. 


The real work of the police is in con-

When Polly first commenced "talking,"

have a definite meaning. Moreover, the 
sounds she makes iu "talking" are not 
tho shrill notes of anger or alarm, but 
low, 
clear sounds that are unmistakably 


articulate.

or am ] right in assigning to them the 
characters of speech? Why should an ani- 
mal not attempt to communicate with 
manP The higher animals are possessed 
of a well formed larynx and vocal chorda. 
Why, 
then, should we deny or ever ques- 


tion tha possibility of articulate speech? 


if they can converse among them- 
And 
selves why may they not attempt to com- 
municate with man? 


Any one who has owned a well bred dog 


can relate numerous instances in which 
his dog has clearly understood what was 
said to it, and the readiness with which a 
dog learns a new command shows an In- 
telligence of a high order. 
Although a 


dog's vocabulary is of limited range, it 
has certain definite sounds that possess an 
unmistakable meaning. There is the short, 
sharp bark that expresses a want, the 
low nervous bark that means discom- 
fort, the sharp, quick bark of joy, the low 
whine of distress, the growl of distrust, 
the deep growl of anger, the loud bark of 
warningand the whimper of fright. When 
to these are added the various movements 
of the body, cowering in fear, crouching 
in anger, the stiff bracing of the body in 
defense, leaping in joy and many special 
actions, as licking the hand of the master 
or pulling at his clothes, we find that a 
dog can express his likes and dislikes, his 
wants and his feeling as clearly as though 
he were human. 
Any one who in a time 


of sorrow or depression has had his dog 
come to him and lay its head in his lap 
and has looked down into those great 
brown eyes so full of sympathy and love 
can ever doubt that the doK understood 
all and in its own way was trying to com- 
fort.

yoiid the physiological limit it makes no 
hurtful difference to the stomach how few 
or how short are the intervals between eat- 
ing, but it does make a vast difference in 
the weak and emaciated one's welfare to 
have a modicum of food in the stomach 
during the time ot sleep, that instead of 
being consumed by bodily action it may 
during the interval improve the lowered 
system, and I am fully satisfied that were 
the weakly, the emaciated and the sleep- 
less to rightly take a light lunch or meal 
of simple, nutritious food before going to 
bed for a prolonged period cine in ten of 
them would be thereby lifted into a better I 
standard of health.—New York Eveninir i 
World.

THE STREET CAR SPOTTER. 


He Keeps Tab on tho Conductor by Mean! 


of a Pocket Register. 


There are men who habitually stand on 


the rear platform of street cars. That is 
the spotter's position. 
Professional spot- 


ters never give "themselves away" by 
counting passengers. The spotter carries 
a small noiseless register in one of the 
pockets of bis overcoat. He is most likely 
to appear on a car that is to carry a big 
load. 
He takes his place on the rear plat- 


form and always appears to be the most 
unconcerned man on the car. 
The first 


thine; he does is to jKbipe**-1^-t.v-»—«=>*-<—"^~ 
•cne front of the car. 
He makes mental 


note of the number of fares that have been 
rung up. Every time a passenger gets on 
he presses the button of the little register 
in his pocket. 
He never appears to be 


watching the persons who are getting in 
the car, but he must be careful not to miss 


one. 
He rides on the platform until the 


fares of all the persons who have got on 
the car sinco he took his position have 
been collected. His last act before getting 
off is the mental registration of thu num- 
ber of fares indicated by the register in tha 
car. If he has another test to make before 
making his report, he will probably stop 
under the first electric light, write down 
on the blank furnished him the number of 
fares registered when he got on the car 
and the number registered when he got 
off. 
He subtracts one from the other and 


has before him the number of fares the 
conductor should have registered. 
Then 


he looks at his indicator, and if there is a 
discrepancy between his count and the 
count the conductor registered he reports 
the fact to the company. 


A conductor who is discharged is never 


accused of having stolen money from the 
company. 
The charge Is "Improperly 


collecting fares." It is not often that a 
conductor is discharged the first time it ia 
reported to the company that he is "im- 
properly collecting fares." The test is ap- 
plied to him frequently, and if it is found 
;hat he is habitually not ringing up fares 
'or all the persons who take passage on 
ais car he is dismissed. Conductors ba- 
ieve that the means employed by spotters 
are unfair. 
They say that it is often im- 


possible for any man to get all the fares 
on a car; that it is an easy matter to get 
all the fares when a car is not crowded, 
but when 60 or 60 persons board a car 
xmnd up town it is next to impossible to 
collect without an error. 
Often persons 


will get off the car before the conductor 
las reached them, and hampered as he is 
jy the crowd, they say, he cannot prevent 
this. 
Then persons are getting on and 


off, 
exchanging seats and doing other 


things that mystify the conductor as he 
)nsbes his way through the crowd In 
search of the nickles thatare due thecom- 
pany. 


Persons who travpl regularly on the cars 


are sometimes surprised that conductors 
do not lose their temper oftener. 
They 


;er how great the provocation may bei 
Recently one of the old conductors on the 
^linois street line lost his temper. The 
next day he lost his position. A womaq 
got on his car at Illinois and Washingtoq 
streets. She offered him a transfer ticket, 
which, he said, had expired. 


"It cannot be so," said she, "for I got 


this ticket just a few minutes ago." 


"Madam, you lie," paid the conductor, 


who maintained that the woman bad re- 
ceived the ticket from a representative of 
;he company at another crossing nearly an 
our earlier. One of the company's de- 


tectives overheard the remark of the con- 
ductor and reported him.—IndiauapolU 
tfews.
